Here the gentle, 
persuasive force of the reporter overcame 
Gordon’s determination not to express him- 
self, and Gordon gave his versiou of the trag- 
edy as follows: 

**T was a little full yesterday and last night 
when I wentin Troxler’s saloon, coruer of 
Twenty-second and Wash streets, to 
play a game of pool, and 
alsu to get something to drink. I had two

We called for tle bulls 
and commenced to play. 

THE OLD MAN CAME UP, 

and took the bails tg | from us while we 
were playing. Idon’t know what had been 
done, but I supposed we were making too 
much noise.

I called for three beers and placed the money 
on the counter. He or some one in the saloon 
called us hard names, and Troxler returned 
the money; saying something about 
not wanting our money or trade. 
The next thing I knew one of the Dutch- 
men sitting in the saloon hit my friend wich 
a club or poker over the headandarm. The 
bar-keeper, Troxler, started back of the bar 
to get aclub or pistol. I don’t know what I 
did then, but the knife which I had wus in 
tne ice-box and I picked it up as I went. past 
that box. I must have been pretty drunk. I 
was in the habit of going to that saloon aud 
knew old Troxier quite well. Wenever had 
a row or fuss beforethatI remember, and | 
always liked bim first-rate.’’

Arrest of the Murderous - Maniac at Care 
ondelet, 


The tnost horrible tragedy of the year took 
place this morning at twenty minutes after six 
o’elock, on the cornerof Broadway and Wright 
streets, in North St. Louis, which resulted in 
the killing of two people, a mother and her 

child, the probable suicide of the murderer, 


and the stabbing of the man who attempted | 


to interfere between the crazy wretch and his 


victims. | 
THE MURDER. 


At an early hour this morning news of the 
murder was received at the PostT-DISPATCH 
office of the crime, and a hasty journey to the 
indicated locality brought a reporter face 
to face with the dead woman. The house 
where the crime occurred is a yellow frame 
tenement on the northwest corner of Wright 
and Broadway, inhabited by a numberof 
German families, all ofwhom are related to 
each other. The ground floor ofthe corner 
building was occupied by Conrad Hiemana, 
his wife Margaret and their six children, al} 
of them crowded together ino two rooms. 


Conrad has been @rinking heavily for somé®? 
time past, and has before the present time - 


been seized with delirium tremens. Hé had 
another attack on the day before yesterday, 
the horrors culmiuating in a series of epilep ie 
tits last night, during which _his wife 
and his brother, John Hiemann sat up with 
him. The family arose. early, as the two 
eldest boys had to be hurried off to work, and 
the mother got the breakfast ready wh.le her 


| busvand still slept. After-tae twe b 


gone she aidressed her:sif to héF Usual house- 
bold dtrties, until at the time uamed, 6:20 a. 
m., ber husband called her into the front 
room. She had herbaby, Maggie, a caild of 
eighteen months, in her arms, and she walked 
into the room where her husband was, 

THE CKIME, 

He was standing near the bed with a knife 
in his hand, quite a long-nladed poeket- 
knife, and as soon as she was with- 
in reach he lunged it into tbe 
baby’s side. The motber had not 
expected an attack, for even 
in his most dangerous paroxyms he bad 
treated her with the utmost affection. Tie 
force of the blow madé her stagger up against 
the bed, and as she felt the warm lifc-blood of 
her chiid spurt out upon her face she uttere:! 
a ringing shriek which was heard by every one 
inthe house. Taking a tiguter hold upon her 
infant, she leaped tuwards the door of the 
room Jeading into the kitchen, aud was met 
bere again by the maniac’s Knife, whieh was 

lunged strongly and firmly right into her 
ieart. She stagyered on, however, still clasp- 
ing her young one, through the sitchen, and 
just outside the door she fell headiong, dead, 
even in death with clinging arms wrapped 
about her infant. Her husbaud’s brother, 
John Hiemann, whom her shriek and the cries 
of her children had called from up stairs, 
sprang intothe kitchen,too late to do an 
= He at once threw himself upon his 

rother, and the two wrestled aud siruggled 
together, out into the vard, right over the 
body of the dead woman, unti! John stumbled 
and fel] over a pile of snow. Fis brother then 
stabbed him in the back, the biade, however, 
glancing ap on the collar bone and merely 
1ipping the skin along bis back. 
mann was then seen by all to giare savagely 
around the yard and, seeinz his nephew Frank 
standing by the gate, with a wild yell he 
brandished his reekinug knife in tha sirand 
made towards him, a youth offourteen. The 
boy turned and run for his life up Wright 
street, soon distancing the maniac, who gave 
up the ebase and returned to the house for 
bis hat, striding over his dead wife and dying 
child at the threshold as he didso. He came 
out againina moment and turned up Wright 
streetand then through the aliey over to 
Spring. Aman on horseback, whose name 
could not be learned, followed him as far as 
Twenty-second and Cass avenue, where he 
lost the trail, and within half an bour Hie- 
mann was seen on Second, between Morgan 
and Cherry, making apparently for the river. 

AFTER THE MURDER. 

Of course, pandemonium reigned throuzh- 
out the tenement and the neighborhood, The 
murder had been commited in the room 
where three of the children of the murdered 
woman had been playing about, and their out- 
cry had joined that of their mother’s in cali- 
ing help. The people up stairs had divined 
emptinenven what bad bappened and added 
their tumult to the horrible chorus,so that 
within five minutes an imaense crowd had ase 
sembled,which constantly increased. It not 
taken Hienmann tbree minutes to do his cra- 
zy work, and every one was 80 pereiynee with 
horror that they could form no rational ides 
of what had been dohe. The bleeding baby 
was released f: em the tigntiy wound arms of 
her mother and carried up stairs to. her aunt’s 
bed, where ber clothing, which was soaking 
and reeking with her own and her mother’s 
blood, was stripped off and a caplog 
wound was at once perceived inher breast. 
The flow from it was frothy, aud Dr. Barker, 
who was at once summoned to the scehe, pro+ 
nounced the lung cut, and stated that the 
child would die. The mother was pluked up 
stone dead. Her life passed away .almogst as 
she fell,and her body was taken in and 
straightened outon the bed whieh Ber bus 
bana had just left. Johu Mieman’s wousdd

A Genius who Adorns the Dramatic Pro- 
, fession. 


persons who attended the Olympic Theater 
op Monday night might bave observed in the 
mass of citizens who assembled in the market 
place of Rome to hear the reading of Cesar’s 
wil] asbort, red-faced, shock-haired yousg 
man in a faded blue plebeian frock,who wield- 
ed a club with great dexterity, and looked for 
al] the world like a Roman casual, That was 
Robert Pritchard, Esq., familiarly Known as 
‘Bob.’ , Mr. Pritchard occupies the*position 
of dresser to the great tragedian, John McCul- 
jough, but as a matter of fact he is the princi- 
pal man in the Mc€ullough Combination. It 
js not known whether the rare success of this 
organization is due to the superior acting of 
McCullough, the tact and energy of Manager 
Conner or the genius of **Bob.’’ Glasgow, 
c<-otland, has the honor of furnishing Bob to 
the world. Formerly a sailor, he fell into the 
service of the late Walter Montgomery, Actor, 
and drifted to California, where he took ser- 
vice with Mr. Mccullough atthe time when 
the great star was preparing to rise over 
the Rockies and illumine the East with his 
éramatic radiance. Bob’s business is to look 
after McCullough’s costumes and assist 
in the changey in the dressing-room, 
but such is his skiH and_= adroitness 


shat he has developed into a sort of Caleb 
Quotem. He can do anything from placing a 
yivet in a boiler to darning a rent 10 4 pair of 
silk tights. He could reef the main-top gal- 
‘ant of a merchantman in asou’easter, and 
fixe minutes afterward work a silk moaogram 
on a handkerchief. He makes ali the cos- 
meties and paints used by Mr. McCullough, 
curls his hair for Roman parts, darns and re- 
pairs al] the garments in the company, patches 
up all the traps, pares the corns of the ladies, 
drills the *‘supers’” and goes on for all the 
messenger parts,and takes such light characters 
as “The Fighting Gaul,’’ the Cook in “*Tam- 
ing the Shrew,’? and second murderer in 
“Macbeth.” All of Mr. McCulluugh’s fine 
Roman Sgndals are made by Bob. Although 
not so redoubtable an armorer as “Harry of 
the Wynd,’’ nearly all the tine Roman dresses 
"in the comfany are his handiwork. The 
armor worn by Mr. Lane as Cassius was made 
by Bob. The magnificently classic dress worn 
by Mr. Warde as Mare Antony is a testimonial 
aiso: to his talent and deftness of finger. He 
also Wears himself in seme of his classic roles 
a rich Boman outtit, which he fabricated ata 
eosc of seventy-five cents. As anactor Bob is 
not hkely to bea suecess. His face always 
turns red when he - faces an audi- 
ence, and his hair always stands 
en end. Early in the’ season, while 
Mr. MeCutlough was playing in Washington, 
Bob was cast for the seryant in ‘* Macbeth,” 
who ecmes with @oings of the approach of the 
enemy in the la ct. Bob rushed on side- 
ways in something of a funk, and was greeted

Last 
winter, in Wheeling, one of the members of 
the company posteu the supes on Bob’s pecu- 
liarity and prepared a surprise forhim. ‘The 
supes were all brawny feliows from the rolling 
mills. Inthe arena scene in **Tne Gladiator,’’ 
Bob headed with his club the Preetorian guard 
which essaved to beat back the mutinous 
viadiators. He sailed in with his stick, but 
icstead of fleeing before him, the glad- 
jators seized him and tried to teur 
him limb from limb. They dragged 
and stumped him around until 
they fairly mopped up the stage with him. It 
was three weeks beforethe histrionic tiring 
man recovered from his rough usage, and if 
you Want’ to provoke a Scotch smile even to 
this day just address.him as ‘*Tae Wheeling 
Pet.’ Last October while playing at the 
Olympic in this city Bob met with an adven- 
ture Which came near destroying his useful- 
ness. He had appeared as *‘fhe Fighting 
Gaul’? and after the beated contest he stepped 
into the allev back of the theater to cool off. A 
valuable bull dog belonging to Manager 
Spalding was lying asleep against the rear of 
the building.

A Woman’s Crime.

Few women would have the enterprise and 
audacity, not tospeak of the wickedness, to 
wreck a railway train in order to get rid of an 
objectionable husband, and then sue the com- 
pany for damages. But such a woman has 
been found at thetown of Evart, Mich., and 
has been arrested, together with her broth- 
ers, for committing the’crime as long ago as 
last November. Her name is Mrs, Nevins, 
and her brothers are Frank and William Rex- 
ford. Having obstructed tne track of the 
Evart and Osceola road, they threw the en- 
gine into ditch, fatally injuring the engin- 
eer, Jobn Nevins, the fireman, Peter Koss, 
and a passenger, Charles Delude. ~ The first 
two died in three hours, and the 
third in twenty-eight hours. Mrs. Nevins, 
having been on very badterms with her hus- 
band, and baving been heard to make threats 
agcinet him, had been suspected, but nothing 
could be proved against her. Finally a de- 
tecive sought ner out, pretended he 
wanted to marry her, and so gained her 
confidence. Me proposed ut first to aid her 
in her plan for obtaining damages from the 
railway for the death of her husband, and 
nextto marry her. Then he would get his 
life insured for some $30.000; cut a hole in the 
ice on the lake; suborn witnesses who would 
swear they had seen him drown; and after 
securing the insurance money, they would en- 
joy themselves abroad. She was delighted 
with the scheme, saying that he was just the 
man she had been looking fur. She 
suggested her brothers as the witnesses, 
who for a liberal sum would make oath as to 
his drowning. As the detective empressed 
some fear that they might lack the courage t» 
commit perjury, she told him, as & proof of 
their nerve, that they had put the log on the 
yailway which had caused the supposed acci- 
dent. He assumed to be satisfied. They 
were to journey to Muskegon to get married, 
as he pretended; but he telegraphed the police 
to arrest them when they should artive there. 
The detective, John Malutte, having induced 
her on arrival to tell the whole story in a room 
where witnesses were concealed, she was 
promptly taken into custody, and her brothers 
soon after. It might be prudent for persons 
intending to travel by railin Michigan to in- 
quire beforeband how the engineers of the 
traips they take are regarded by their wives.

fulfilment. Myr. Strong, who started out 
with a great flourisi: three months ago, has 
met with a sudden, untimely fate in Judge 
Thayer’s court. The Committee of Inves- 
tigation after months of investigation have 
been unable, as far as we can learn, to dis- 
cover any facts which in a court of law will 
help the city’s cause. 

On the other hand it is very clear that 
the company is wrong in asking damages 
for the reduction in the price of gas, when 
it is certain that there was no diminution 
in its income, but a much better manage- 
ment of its property. That part of its 
claim seems absurd. On the contrary. Th 
company might pay something for the bene- 
fits received by the appointment of‘ re- 
ceiver. Butifthe contest continues the 
case will linger along in the trial and ap- 
pellate courts for many years. 

The charter of the Gas Company comes 
to an end in nine-and a half years. 
Continual and costly litigation, in which 
the mass of the people are against it,natur-. 
ally depresses the value of its stock. Now, 
considering all the circumstances, would 
itnot be best for everybody, except the 
lawyers, if the Gas “Company would be- 
come less exacting and make a proposition 
to reserve a reasonaljle income on the 
present value of the company, and give to 
the city the surplus income? 

The increase of population must be 25,000 
people per annum, and as this increase 
would continue from year to year the city 
would soon derive an income which would 
improve the streets and parks, and also en- 
able it to lower the price of gas to private 
consumers.

Beport of the Legislative Committee to 
Investigate His Conduct,

Nine Specific Charges Preferred Against 
Him. 


AUGUSTA, ME., March 18.—The Legislative 
Committee inquiring intothe conduct of Ex- 
Governor Garcelon and Council have made a 
report. It states that Garcelon, while evinc- 
ing a willingness to disclose everything, 
was infirm in his memory and _ failed 
to give a_ satisfactory reason for 
his course. When evidence was 
laid before nim he ceased longer to de- 
fend counting out, and passionately declared 
his own innocence, and declared that a Judas 
among the Council has done the villainy. The 
committee say: » 

1, That the returns were kept from candi- 
dates contrary to usage. 

2. That duripg such time alterations, eras- 
ures and forgeries were made upon them for 
the purpose‘of counting out the Republicans. 

2, That during this time defects in the Fu- 
sion returns were surreptitiously corrected 
and affidavits secured to throw out Republi- 
can towns. 

4. In all such cases the results invariably 
counted out Republican candidates and count- 
ed in Fusion candidates. 

5. The result was reached by refusing to 
allow Republicans’ errors to be corrected. 

6. The rules here laid down were strictly 
applied to reject Republican returns and not 
applied to count Fusion returns. 

7. Many of these rules were evidently in- 
vcked tosecure a Fusion Legislature, 

8. These. illegal and fraudulent acts were 
part of a premeditated plan to.secure a Fusion 
Governor and Legislature, and Governor and 
Council must have been parties to it. 

9. Different appropriations by the Legs 
islature have been diverted from their legiti- 
mate purposes, and in many cases have been 
exhausted. Public funds have been with- 
drawn from the Treasury by Governor Garce- 
lon and ,bis Council, without warrant of law, 
and been applied to unauthorized purposes 
and for unlawful ends. 

A Jarge sum of money belonging to the State 
remains in the hands of Gov. Garcelon and 
other officials of last year, which snould be 
recovered back into the treasury. The reck- 
lessness . of management disclosed in 
the -tranractions of last year tends ‘to 
destroy public confidence, undermine public 
credit and introduce vractices which, if un- 
rebuked, will prove fatal to the future pros- 
perity and progress of the State.
